DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Jayma Cardosa was seen riding on the subway 
Saturday afternoon from Amagansett to 
Montauk. Jimmy Buffet rode the subway from 
Sag Harbor to North Haven last Wednesday. 


NUMBERS DOWN 

The number of people who rode Hamptons 
Subway last week was well below the numbers 
from a year ago the same week. They also took 
shorter rides. We don’t know why this. was. 
We're looking into it by conducting random 
interviews, but so far all we’ve been able to 
interview are those riding this week. Last week’s 
people have escaped. 


BACKWARDS MOTORMAN 

When motorman Harold Masterson arrived at 
the Montauk yards at 6 a.m. last Thursday 
to pick up train #3, he found that it only had 
two gears—stop and reverse. As a result, he 


drove the train backwards out of Montauk 
and through the rest of his six-hour route. The 
result was that people getting on the train were 
taken to the subway station before the station 
they climbed aboard rather than the station 
after. We had many complaints. How Masterson 
failed to hit any subway trains heading toward 
his train was due to our acrobatic flagmen 
shunting trains onto sidings everywhere.

TRUMP SIGHTINGS CALLED FALSE ALARMS 

The Hamptons Police have issued a statement 
after receiving a deluge of panicked calls from 
across the East End. The callers reported seeing 
President Donald Trump in numerous locations 
on the North and South Forks, and the police 
affirm that most of the callers were panicking 
because they were convinced that they were 
hallucinating. “Put yourself in their shoes,” 
said Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“Youre driving down some peaceful backstreet

“But we haven’t really 
verified the tameness and we’re not sure who 
could really do that. We’re a little stumped, to 
tell the truth.” Meanwhile, some parents are 
worried that their children might wind up with 
stumps instead of legs if the sharks turn out to 
be vicious after all. This despite reassurances 
from the camp’s director of operations, Hyland 
Fishman, who on Thursday published photos, 
apparently genuine, of happy campers petting 


seemingly docile sharks under the supervision 


of camp counselors. In a statement, Fishman 
quipped “our sharks have pointy teeth, but 
they keep them out of sight!” Police expect to 
complete their review of the camp’s operations 
by early October. ga

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Packing Up 


Summer's Over and Everything Gets Stored in the Pine Barrens 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ot many people are aware of this, but on 

the day after Labor Day the local people here 
swing into action to pack up and put everything 
involved with summer in the Hamptons into 
storage. It’s an enormous undertaking involving 
a fleet of moving vans and a huge storage facility 
in the Pine Barrens, just west of Westhampton. 

The first thing packed into the vans are 
the lifeguard stands at all the beaches. The 
lifeguards march them up to the dunes where 
they are stacked up way in the back of the 
vans to make room for the flags and lines, the 
lifejackets, jet skis and rescue boats that also 
have to go in. Then the lifeguards themselves 
go in. Also the beach boys. The vans, all painted 
stark white, and without identifying markings, 
_ move from town to town. Once full they drive 
off into the Pine Barrens. 

Other vans gather up the summer police and 
their bicycles, the valet parkers and the orange 
traffic cones, the ice cream trucks, the golf carts 
and the tennis pros. 

There are vans that take away the personal 
trainers, the swimming instructors, the 
bonfires, the caddies and limos. And there are 
vans that take away huge cardboard boxes 
containing suntan lotion, beach umbrellas, ant 
traps, sunglasses, flip flops, barbecue grills, 
fireworks, floppy hats, flies and ticks, tiki 
torches, butterflies, seagulls and bug spray. Also 


hammocks, mosquitoes and summer guests. 


Our biggest vans take away all the pop-up 
stores. This is a great undertaking. Also gone 
are the crosswalk light systems, the summer 
subway stops, pool maintenance people, food 
trucks, hedgerows and celebrity chefs. 

Other big vans take away advertising banner 
towing airplanes, helicopters, farmers, pool 
maintenance pickups, landscape trucks, lawn 
mowing machines and their drivers, limousines, 
mega-yachts, private jets and Teslas and their 
charging stations. And we have special insulated 
vans that take away rock bands, hip-hop bands, 
marching bands and New Age bands. 

The largest of our vans is used to move all the 
spec house McMansions unsold by Labor Day. 
They have their own floor in the Pine Barrens. It 
does them no good to be left out in the weather 
during the off-season. 

The facility in the Pine Barrens is one of 
the largest warehouses in the world, even 
larger than the legendary Amazon warehouse 
in Rahway, New Jersey. Twenty-five years ago, 
when the project was just in the planning stages, 
there was great controversy, particularly among 
environmentalists, about its being placed in the 
Pine Barrens. The aquifer, which provides all our 
drinking water, is under the Pine Barrens. More 
objections came from the tourist and second 
home industry. The warehouse would need 


‘to be 200 million square feet to accommodate 


everything. Standing 12 stories high in the Pine 


Barrens, it would present itself as a terrible 
eyesore for anyone driving out from the city. 
There were also objections from the trucking 
industry. They wanted to have it farther away— 
to accrue more trucking miles. They proposed 
Iowa, which they said would appreciate having 
anything from the “Hamptons” in their state. 

In the end, it was approved as an underground 
facility in the Pine Barrens, a series of 
11 basements and subbasements each over 
20 million square feet in size, each basement 
subdivided into sections. One half of one floor, 
for example, is for tractors and farm implements 
from the potato farms together with all the vats, 
tasting glasses and wine casks from the North 
Fork wine industry. The mega-yachts have half 
a floor, as do the helicopters and the private 
jets. New this year, on floor D, is an enormous 
aquarium for aquatic creatures that sting and 
bite. Here live great white sharks, jellyfish, 
Portuguese man 0’ wars and sand crabs. 

The warehouse, known simply as “The 
Warehouse,” is not open to the public. And in 
September it is open only to the truckers, the 
stevedores and the supervisors working there. 
A similar ban is in effect in May every year when 
everything is brought back out. 

Meanwhile, an addition to the warehouse 
is being planned. The original 20-year-old 
warehouse is almost full. The new addition, 
another 100 million underground square feet, 
should open in 2019. @&

I gave them one of the maps in 
my car.

I left. They are probably still 
there, wandering around. 


LAST CHANCE 
As I understand it, the US. 
Postal Service lost half a 


gazillion dollars last year. We’ve 
| s got to save it. And we can do it. 

I’m talking here to you readers 

who are over 50. People under 
50 don’t send letters. But people over 50 do. 
To save the post office, when you send a letter, 
instead of putting one stamp on it, put two.

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The Adult Ice Cream Truck from Italy and Other Stories

ff aybe you’ve seen this thing driving 
around this summer in the Hamptons. 
It is a small mini-sized orange motor vehicle 
made in Italy that opens up into-a bar. It has 
three wheels—one in the front and two in the 
back—and it chugs along with what sounds 
like a 50-horsepower engine from town to town, 
promoting a spritzer. It parks. It’s the adult 
version of an ice cream truck. 
It’s in resort towns along the Italian Riviera. 
They call it an Ape (pronounced ah-PAY). This 
summer, the first Ape came off a freighter to 
America, and here it is in the Hamptons. When 
it stops at the beach, or at a party, or wherever, 
the uniformed people in charge of it get out and 
raise up the metal side panels and, yup, there 
it is, a bar. There’s a bartender. Then there’s a 
lower panel that pulls out and, voila, it’s seating 
at the bar. And it’s all in the shade, thanks to the 
upper panels now held open like awning wings. 
But you can only get one drink at this bar—an 
Aperol Spritz, which, the promoters say, is 
currently experiencing a surge in popularity. 


The Ape can play a little tune to attract 
attention to itself after it arrives, and if that 
doesn’t work, it blows bubbles. Finally, curious 
people come over. I don’t know if the drink is 
free or you have to pay for it, but there they 
are, the partygoers, sitting on benches, chatting 
away, sipping the Aperol Spritz which, as you 
might guess, is the same color as the orange 
panels on the side of the truck. 


It’s another promotion in the Hamptons. It _ 


may be available for private parties. But I saw it 
scooting around on the streets in town. 

I spoke to the East Hampton Town Ordinance 
Inspector about it. Between us, we could 
think of about nine ordinances somebody new 
could violate. I’m told this Ape is following 
the rules. Open containers of alcohol on the 
street. Selling alcohol without a license. Can 
alcoholic beverages be given away without 
a license? No sticker to park at the beach. Is 
it a legal motor vehicle? Peddling without a 
license. Being Italian—is that against the law? 
Traveling with open alcoholic containers in a 
motor vehicle. Being a public nuisance. Being a 
bar without a County Health Certificate. 


There’s so much fantastic stuff going on the 
East End these days here. 

It was not always thus. There was a time, in 
the Hamptons, before mansions and limousines, 
when outrageous behavior and tons of fun was 
frowned upon. And then, along came this girl 
super fly, who, by coincidence, was also on 
a tricycle. | think it was the first inkling that 
things were going to go cuckoo as time wore on. 

It was the first day of the first year of 
the Hamptons International Film Festival in 
1993. I. was standing out front of the East 
Hampton Cinema that Thursday morning when 
this remarkable giant five-foot house fly came 
flapping down Main Street from the west. I was 
able to get an exclusive interview with this 
lady dressed as a fly before the authorities 
swooped in. The vehicle she was riding was 
a giant tricycle, and every time she pedaled 
it made these grand Saran-Wrap-and-sparkle 
wings she was wearing flutter and flap. The 
police eventually arrived and threatened her 
with summonses as she sat on her bike by the 
theater. And so she, and this big yellow duck 
that was behind her, (Continued on next page)

turned around and went back out of town the 
way they came. 

I have never forgotten this experience. And 
it seemed to me I had written about it at the 
time. I went to our back-issue archive and there 


it was. 
Here’s what I wrote. 
The first Hamptons International Film 


Festival, scheduled to run four days, was 
supposed to open on Thursday evening 
October 21 with a private dinner at the 
Maidstone Arms in East Hampton to honor 
the Countess Anne D’Ornano, the Mayor of 
Deauville, France. Our Film Festival is the sister 
film festival of the one in Deauville. Thus we 
have been blessed by the appearance of the 
Countess, who, in turn, will presumably bless 
our film festival. 


It’s in resort towns along the Italian 
Riviera. They call it an Ape (ah-PAY). 
This summer, the first Ape came to 
America. Here it is in the Hamptons. 


For me, however, the festival actually 
began earlier that day when this huge five foot 
tall fly with flapping wings and a snapping 
mouth made its appearance coming down 
Main Street. The lady driving this thing— 
pedaling it actually—was June Moxon and she 
told me that her being this giant fly had been 


put together in Eureka, California where she 
lived and it had been brought here in order to 
promote a movie making its world premiere at 
the festival. This film is 88 minutes long and 
is called /t’ll Have Blinking Eyes and a Moving 
Mouth. It will be shown at 9:40 p.m. Thursday 
at UA East Hampton. The fly, and Ms. Moxon, 
are in it. 

“That duck also came from Eureka,” June 
Moxon told me, pointing a mandible at this 
man pedaling furiously on an eight-foot yellow 
duck. A car was coming and the man honked 
his horn to get the car out of the way and this 
honk sounded very much like a quack and when 
it occurred, the mouth of the duck opened and 
closed. Swear to God. 

Both of these vehicles, containing tricycle 
drives that you pedal underneath, have been 
part of an annual race up in northern California, 
which is kind of a triathlon for wacky giant 
bicycles. A California artist named Hobart 
Brown has been holding this triathlon for the 
last 24 years. It-draws hundreds of entrants. 
Each entrant has to go through 38 miles of 
trails, water, sand and woods and the whole 
way has to be pedaled furiously. Entrants have 
included giant iguanas, lobsters, flying saucers 
and I guess ducks and flies. The story of this 
race has been filmed by a Long Island producer 
named Jed Bergh—he is based in Huntington— 
and if you want to see this thing just be there 
Thursday at 9:40 p.m. 

Well, now the police are heading this way...

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Freeing the Slaves 


A Survey of the Civil War, the Slave Cemetery on S.I. and More

oth Donald Trump and our local Republican 
Congressman Lee Zeldin can’t seem to tell 
the difference between George Washington and 
Robert E. Lee. George Washington was the 
Father of our Country. Robert E. Lee led the 
Armies of the Confederacy in a four-year fight 
to tear apart the United States of America. If he 
had won, slavery would be in the south today— 
_and it might be another nation. Instead, he lost. 
The country was not split in two, although more 
than a half-million soldiers died to keep it that 
way. But bigotry continued. 

Throughout the South today, Confederate flags 
stillfly. Statues of Leearetheretoremind thelocal 
African-Americans that the South could rise 
again. So they better know their place in the 
scheme of things. As a result, these statues are 
being removed. 

It’s important not to go overboard with 
statue removal. Slavery, so awful, had been an 
acceptable part of life for thousands of years. 
It’s mentioned in the Bible, in Roman times, in 
the Renaissance and when Columbus arrived 
in what became America. A 50-foot statue of 
Queen Catherine of the Braganza was scheduled 
to face out to the United Nations nearly 20 years 
ago from a waterfront park in Queens. Queens 
was named after Queen Catherine. I[ recall that 
artist Audrey Flack of East Hampton had almost 


completed it. But then opponents announced 
that Catherine had been connected to the 
slave trade. Indeed, her royal families were 
involved, and although historians say she was 
not directly involved nor did she own slaves, 
that statue was cancelled. 

Truth is that only until about 1700 did it begin 
to dawn on the developed countries of the 
world that the institution of slavery was morally 
indefensible. Soon the importing and exporting 
slaves between countries was banned by many 
nations and states. In New York State, a law for 
gradual abolition was passed in 1799, with the 
last slave freed by 1827. Had the South agreed 
to a phased ending of slavery, there would have 
been no Civil War. There were 3.9 million slaves 
in the South. Instead, the South tried to break 
away from America to preserve it. 

Issues of slavery and racism have not been 
relegated to the South. They have a history on 
the East End as well. 

In 1730, the Sylvester family, which owned a 
sugar plantation in Barbados worked by about 
200 black slaves, used the money they made to 
build Sylvester Manor on Shelter Island. The 
manor served as a warehouse for furniture, 
supplies and other materials available in 
England, which were sent on to the plantation 
as needed. The last slave worked on Shelter 
Island in 1830. There is a slave cemetery at the 
Manor, and it is open to the public. 


In 1813, Pyrrus Concer was born a slave in 
Southampton. There’s a record of him being 
sold by Captain Nathan Cooper of Southampton 
to Elias Pelletreau II for $25 when Concer was 
5 years old. There is also a record of him being 
freed in 1827 when New York totally ended 
slavery in the state. After that he went off as a 
mate on a whaling ship out of Sag Harbor, and in 
1843 may have been the first African-American 
to visit Japan. Returning to Southampton as a 
free man, he ran a small sailboat that ferried 
summer people across Lake Agawam from 
Monument Square to the beach for many years. 
He lived to be 83, and thus was witness, until 
his death in 1897, to a number of the slave- 
related stories here that follow. Presently, an 
attempt is underway to rebuild the house he 
lived in by Lake Agawam. 

In 1805, Judge Abraham Woodhull of 
Brookhaven registered the birth of his son 
David to a slave woman on August 8. “He should 
be kept as (my) property until he shall arrive to 
the age of 28 years.” 

In 1834, records show that “a colored 
child at Mr. Van Scoy’s died in the town of 
East Hampton.” 

In 1839, a group of 53 African slaves, led by 
a man named Cinque, cut their shackles in the 
hold of the small Spanish slave ship La Amistad 
in the Caribbean Sea near Cuba, killed the 
captain, the cook and (Continued on next page) 
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other crew and demanded they be taken back 
to Africa. Since the slaves did not understand 
navigation, the crew took them east by day and 
north by night until the ship, a virtual wreck, 
was grounded and captured off the coast of 
Montauk. A U.S. Navy frigate towed La Amistad 
to New London, and the Spanish, who owned the 
ship, demanded that the slaves be prosecuted 
for mutiny. Also, as they were Spanish property, 
they argued, the slaves should be returned to 
Spain. President Martin Van Buren acquiesced 
to the request—not wanting to anger Spain— 
and a trial took place in New Haven where the 
slaves were defended by former President John 
Quincy Adams. The judge ruled against Spain 
and so, after the trial, the U.S. Navy hurriedly 
squirreled them back to Africa.

During the 1840s, many slaves fled the South 
to find shelter in the North. But they had to 
be hidden away. President Van Buren was 
continuing to enforce a federal law that said ifa 
slave got north and a southern white plantation 
owner learned where he was, the north had to 
return the slave to the South, where whippings 
awaited. But northern states would have none 
of it. When slaves were brought into federal 
court for this expulsion, vigilante groups would 
make a “surprise” appearance and hustle the 
slaves away to safety while the judge looked the 
other way. Of course this enraged the South. 

According to Bill Pickins, who is a local 
Sag Harbor historian knowledgeable about 
Eastville, that community was part of the 
Underground Railroad. Standing today in 
Eastville is a famous old church, St. David’s, 
where up on the floor of the altar there is a trap 
door which opens down to where as many as 
five runaway slaves could hide at a time. The 
rector of the church worked with, among others, 
Harriet Tubman of Philadelphia and Sojourner 
Truth of Hurley, New York, courageous women 
bringing out slaves from the South. After a 
time hidden in Eastville, the slaves would be 
transported to Greenport and then New London 
and then to Canada. This activity in Sag Harbor 
began around 1850 and continued on through 
Reconstruction after the war. 

The South couldn’t stand the North telling 
them-what to do. And so, in 1861, they declared 
themselves to be the Confederate States of 
America. Their soldiers attacked and took Fort 
Sumter, South Carolina. Jefferson Davis was 
named President and Robert E. Lee became the 
General of the Confederate Army. 

After Lee’s armies fought their way north into 
Pennsylvania, President Lincoln declared all 
slaves in America, both North and South, freed. 
These slaves were welcome to fight for the 
North. Eventually over 170,000 did, in separate 
units, often heroically. 

The Ku Klux Klan was founded in the South 
within a year after the South surrendered. For 
the rest of the century and through much of 
the 20th century, the Klan was actively burning 
crosses and hanging African-Americans, mostly 
in the South. There were facilities labeled 
“Colored Only” and other facilities for Whites. 


Statues went up throughout the South of many 


different southern heroes, most notably Robert 
E. Lee and Jefferson Davis. 

In 1922, there were cross burnings in East 
Islip, in 1923, more crosses were burned in 
Freeport, Mineola, Bay Shore, Huntington, 
Sayville, Garden City, Riverhead and Hempstead. 
In 1937, the American Nazi party held a rally 
in Bayshore and that summer and next held 
a summer camp for German-Americans in 
Yaphank, where speakers praised Hitler for his 
policy of killing Jews.” 

In 2014, Klan leaflets were spread around 
Hampton Bays. The act was repeated in 
2016 and this year. With the election of Donald 
Trump, vandalism, rallies, anti-Semitism and 
Klan activities began to increase. It does not 
help that Trump blamed “both sides” for the 
violence that occurred in Charlottesville. And 
it didn’t help that our district’s congressman, 
from Brookhaven, agreed. Zeldin, who is Jewish, 
has been asked by many to leave his post at the 
Holocaust Museum Council in Washington. He 
will be up for re-election next year. &&

Pp Ow-wow season has arrived and as 
usual everything is being done now 
that should have been done during the 
winter and spring. Of course, during the 
winter no one does much except complain 
about the weather and put off doing 
that breechcloth, moccasin repair, 
beadwork, dress or headdress until next 
week, right after that favorite show finishes 
for the season or the time and energy 
arrive or whatever excuse works, until 
it doesn’t anymore and suddenly it’s 
here...summer—and there’s a gathering 
every weekend. 

My excuse was that | still had plenty of 
time to do the necessary things, until time 
cleared out faster than Lolo Jones clears 
hurdles and left me scrambling with all the 
other procrastinators to get everything 
that was supposed to be done yesterday, 
done NOW. 

Welcome to the Pow-wow trail, where 
you can always find people sitting along 
the dance arena, in cars, RV’s, parking 
lots, tents and hotel rooms working on 
something at the last minute before the 
first grand entry. I’m one of those people 
sitting outside my tent making those last- 
minute adjustments, trying to stitch a 
blown-out moccasin, or replacing the small 
iridescent copper “sun-catcher” feathers 
on my headdress. This year I had to get 
new ribbon shirts made, because | only 
have three left and one of those looks 


like it was on that raft with Tom Hanks 


in Castaway. The other two are quite soft and 
comfy, but if I pull just a little on a ribbon, it will 
not only come off in my hand, but it will also 
bring some shirt material along for the party. It’s 
happened before at the most inopportune times— 
like right in the middle of a dance-off. 

_Solenlisted The Niece, (AKA “The Tough Girl,” 
due to her shooting, truck-driving, hay-hauling 
and ruling-the-younger-siblings abilities) to 
take me “Up Island”—that’s anywhere west of 
Riverhead in “Rez Speak”—to a fabric store to 
pick out material. 

The Niece is a magic girl, the eldest 
granddaughter of an eldest granddaughter, who 
is my eldest sister, who is the repository of a lot 
of the mid-wife and herbal knowledge left by the 
maternal grandmother, who knew about such 
things and other stuff that I am not privy to and 
honestly quite happy not knowing anything 
about. I’m more like an instrument of their will: 
going into the woods to look for the herbs and 
plants that they use for...whatever. The Niece 
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also has nascent powers of her own that I don’t 
know or want to know anything about. | do 
know that she is fun to be around, can shoot 
a bow, shotgun or rifle better than most guys, 
rides motorcycles, quads and horses equally 
well, and has a great sense of humor, the last 


attribute being very important if you’re 
taking your fashion—challenged uncle on 
a shopping trip. 

I like the old school look, like the outfits 
you see in paintings by Charles Bird-King, 
George Catlin, or Karl Bodmer. Nice, simple 
floral or calico prints in natural colors. The 
Niece picked fabrics of green, blue and 
yellow, which were beautiful. And she 
really is a whole lot better at picking out 
ribbon to accentuate the colors than I am 
or could ever hope to be. I joked with the 
counter girl wearing interesting makeup, 
as I watched her cut up the cloth, wrap it 
nicely and ring me up. | asked her if you 
needed any special training to work in a 
big fabric store and she sighed as only a 
bored teen can and said, “Nah, you just 
have to apply and show up on time.” 
The Niece rolled her eyes and muttered, 
“OMG”, either at my lameness or the up 
island girl’s response, before grabbing the 
bag and walking quickly out of the store. 
But the fun was just beginning. The next 
part was getting the shirts made. 

The women who make my ribbon shirts 
are from a large family full of magic girls and 
all of them—mothers, daughters, sisters, 
nieces and aunts—have the mischievous, 
acerbic and quick sense of humor I’m 
so used to in Shinnecock women. They 
speak very quietly and smile a lot, which 
is really nice, but scary at the same time. 
I love to listen to them talking to each 
other in their secret language, discussing 
what each shirt should look like. It’s like 
hearing sparrows singing in the branches 
of a cedar overhead, you know they’re saying 
something important but you’re unsure just 
what and then they’ll turn and look your way 
and laugh before continuing. 

But they are sorceresses with a needle and 
thread and sewing machine, making new ribbon 
shirts that evoke the aura of those classic 
paintings. And every shirt they've made has seen 
me through long days dancing in the summer’s 
wilting heat and into the fall’s chilly nights. 
Sometimes, I look down while I’m wearing one 
and I can feel the energy those lovely women 
put into it. I feel as if nothing nor can no-one 
touch me, harm me or make me feel anything 
but happy. I feel pretty in a Muhammad Ali kind 
of way, like I’ve got on Frodo’s elf-woven shirt. 
It feels like magic when I put one on, so that’s 
what I call them; magic shirts. 

Now, I have other parts of my regalia that 
I consider magic too: beaded moose-hide 
Abenaki moccasins picked out and bartered 
over by a Narragansett (Continued on next page) 
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friend, a carved wooden turtle medallion my 
sister gave me, the leather for my breechcloth 
a Shinnecock woman chose and cut the fringe, 
(she thought I'd “murder it with a pair of 
scissors”); beaded turtles on the breech by 
the same woman who makes my shirts; white 
turquoise earrings acquired during a trip to 
my nephews’ Dine’ in-laws in New Mexico; an 
eagle-feather fan gifted by the Narragansett’s at 
an honor ceremony for dancing in their August 
Meeting (which they’ve held for 300 plus years); 
and a turkey-feather headdress provided by 
two cousins who shot and ate the turkey, then 
smoked the skin with the feathers attached, 
so they would stay on until “you can’t dance 
anymore.” Around my waist I wear a beaded 
leather belt that I made for my sister while I was 
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in the Navy that she returned 
to me for good luck. Two silver 
turtles on silver chains hang 
from my neck; one from my 
love inside the shirt next to my 
skin, the other outside my shirt- 
collar, is from two medicine 
women that live in a little house 
bordered by a forest, a cemetery 
and a small highway. I found out 
the hard way that I have to keep 
them separated, or else they 
get to scrapping and tangled up 
and damn near choke me as | 
dance. And this year a woman 
who makes jewelry from sea 
glass will make a necklace for 
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me. I think anything that the 
ocean has cleaned and sculpted 
over time might give me an 
edge in patience and stamina. 
It all counts as magic to me and 
even though I’m a 21st century 
Indian, I still believe that 
something unseen and unknown 
got us this far along so I might 
as well believe in magic. Can’t 
hurt, I guess. 

It’s taken almost 15 years 
for this current outfit to come 
=| » together, and it’s an ongoing 
° process. Fifteen years. I’ve 
$been in and out of the pow- 
& wow arena for most of my life. 

Though I’m no longer a young 
man, whenever I’m in that arena, wherever it 
might be, time is suspended. I am again that 
eight-year-old boy called into a small teepee by 
an old man during Shinnecock pow-wow, given 
a pair of bells for being a good and energetic 
dancer and told that dance would be there for 
me when there was nothing else. | remember 
being really excited and I truly believed that 
those bells helped me dance better and longer. 
I didn’t know exactly what that old man was 
talking about then, but I have come to realize 
that he was right. I see how moving my feet to 
the drum keeps my heart beating strong and 
keeps my head clear, how it takes away aches 
and pains and sorrows and what-ifs for a while. 
You know—like magic. 

Regalia (or outfits) are always being worked 
on, updated, tweaked and adjusted. My beaded 
moccasins have been re-soled three times with 
moose hide bought from the same booth on the 
pow-wow trail. Ribbon shirts are always fading 
and disintegrating from sweat and the bleaching 
sun. I can usually get two or three years out of 
one, if I rotate them properly. Feathers fall off 
the headdress, necklaces pop and jewelry and 
metal armbands have to constantly be polished, 
leather ties deteriorate and need to be checked 
constantly, or they’ll let go of whatever is 
being held in the middle of a contest, meaning 
disqualification, if it’s a major piece of regalia. 

Once, during the Shinnecock pow-wow, | 
faced my Narragansett friend and rival in a 
dance-off. As the first drum beats began, I 
swung my war axe and watched as the cluster 
of hawk feathers representing myself and my 
four sisters detached from the axehead and 
arched into the sunlight. It hung in the air for 
what seemed like forever and I wanted to be 
as free as it was, if only for a few seconds...or 
a lifetime. It was an automatic disqualification, 
but we continued on and danced hard, the drum 
group giving us a smoking hot song. I presented 
my friend with those feathers, as a tribute to an 
honorable and spectacular contest. I feel like 
those feathers sometimes; wanting to break the 
ties of this world and fly away to a place where 
I can dance forever, my feet never touching the 
earth. But then, who knows? Perhaps one day 
I'll have gathered enough articles of magic and 
do just that. @&

he caller ID said it was Micky Dolenz on 
the line—a little earlier than we had said, 
but that’s of a piece with his character. Dolenz 
has always been a bundle of energy, and at 
72 the singer and nearly life-long member of 
the Monkees is still going strong. Dolenz will be 
appearing with his band at Suffolk Theater in 
Riverhead on September 8, and even though it 
will be his name on the marquee, Dolenz makes 
it clear that fans can expect an evening filled 
with their favorite Monkees music. 
“I give them those Monkee hits, and then | 
sprinkle it with some album cuts,” says Dolenz.

the legendary made-for-TV band that produced 
a series of smash records in the mid-to-late 
60s. Dolenz’s distinctive voice dominated such 
classics as “Last Train to Clarksville,” “(I’m Not 
Your) Steppin’ Stone,” and “I’m a Believer.” 
In fact, Monkees bandmate Michael Nesmith 
credits Dolenz’s voice with defining the 
Monkees’ chart-topping sound. And naturally 
the Suffolk Theater concert will showcase 
Dolenz’s inimitable pipes. 

It will also be a chance for Dolenz to tell some 
great stories. Like about when he and fellow 
Monkee Peter Tork were at the Monterey Pop

unknown performer named Jimi Hendrix. 

“He had just come back from England,” recalls 
Dolenz. “I asked him right there if he could open 
for the Monkees on our tour, and so his first 
national exposure was as an opening act for us!” 

But don’t get the idea that Dolenz is all 
about things that happened 50 years ago. 
In case it escaped your attention, last year 
saw the Monkees’ 50th anniversary tour—a 
tour that went for seven months and featured 
66 concerts in four countries. The tour 
coincided with the release of a new album, 
Good Times, that reunited the three living 
members of the original Monkees in recordings 
of all new material. | 

“The album did very well,” says Dolenz. “Some 
of the songs hit the top ten lists.” Like in the old 
days, when Monkees hits were penned by crack 
songwriters like Carole King, Neil Diamond and 
Neil Sedaka, the songs on Good Times came 
from a who’s who of contemporary power-pop 
tunesmiths. “We were so blessed to be working 
on material from guys like Rivers Cuomo [of 
Weezer], Noel Gallagher [of Oasis] and Ben 
Gibbard [of Death Cab for Cutie].” Dolenz calls 
Gibbard’s contribution, the beautiful “Me and 
Magdalena,” which on Good Times appears 
as a duet featuring Dolenz and Nesmith, a 
particularly powerful tune. 

The Monkees have always been a conundrum 
in rock history. For a style of music that 
likes to imagine itself as somehow uniquely 
authentic—supposedly deriving some of its 
cultural power from its rejection of commercial 
constraints—the fact that the Monkees, a band 
that mostly didn’t actually play instruments, a 
band concocted by record executives to record 
pre-fab hits, could still be so good has always 
been a bit of a sore point. However, as the 
years have gone by, the rancor has died down 
considerably. The Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
may feel otherwise, but in the end, who cares? 

As for Dolenz, he sums up the Monkees’ 
enduring appeal this way, “As a producer 
once said, we captured lightning in a bottle.” 
More than 50 years on, they’re still catching 
that lightning—pick up a copy of Good Times 
if you want to hear it.

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Greenport Theatre Expands, Hosts North Fork TV Festival

he art deco Greenport Theatre has been 

a staple of that village for decades. The 
building dates to 1939, built after the Hurricane 
of ’38 took down the original Metro Theatre. 

AMC Networks President and CEO Josh 
Sapan, who has a home on Shelter Island, 
purchased the theater in. 2004. When he first 
saw it, Sapan says, “I thought the theater was 
beautiful. ] thought it would be wonderful to try 
to preserve it and maintain its history.” 

After purchasing the property, Sapan 
brought in Foley Fiore Architecture, which had 
experience in historic preservation, to work on 
revamping the theater. “They did a beautiful 


renovation that both respected the history of 
the theater and also made it functional and 
accommodating,” Sapan says. 

“A lot of it was Josh’s vision,” says architect 
Paul Fiore. “It was ‘Let’s expand on what 
we have and fix it.’ When you walk in, you 
can’t tell what’s original and what’s new, which 
is the point.” 

The renovation was completed over the 
winters of 2005 and 2006. The theater typically 
closes during the off-season. This year, there 
have been talks between Sapan and the Village 
of Greenport about keeping the theater open 
year-round. As long as the town can cover 
operating costs, Sapan says he would let it use 
the theater free of charge.

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A Visit to NASA’s James Webb Space Telescope

ast Spring, NASA Program Director, Dr. Eric 

Smith invited me to a special viewing of the 
spanking new, James Webb Space Telescope 
(JWST) located, for now, at the Goddard Space 
Flight Center in Greenbelt (GSFC), Maryland. 
The invitation came quite unexpectedly and 
I had only three days to get to Maryland and 
see the telescope when it would be in its prime 
viewing position (on March 31). 
- The JWST is named after the NASA 
administrator of the Mercury, Gemini and 
Apollo missions from 1961 to 1968. Since the 
Webb telescope was going to be shipped off 
to NASA in Houston, Texas for its final space 
launch preparations soon after, this would 
be the only opportunity to see it up close (or 
as close as any non-NASA person can ever get 
to it).

Once down in Maryland, I checked in at the 
front gate of the GSFC and waited in the office to 
be escorted by Dr. Smith into the ultra-secure 
complex where the JWST was being housed. 
The check-in itself was like something out of 
Men In Black—cordial but with a strong element 
of “Don’t you even dare violate our protocols!” 

My host and NASA legend, Dr. Smith is a 
most personable man and immediately put me 
at ease. We drove through the unremarkable 
looking complex to Building #26 where I was 
about to view the JWST in person. Building 
#26, the telescope’s earthbound home for the 
moment, is essentially one gigantic “clean 
room,” the second largest clean room in the 
world, in fact. You’ve seen photos of clean 
rooms, like high tech operating theaters, where 
they make computer chips and such, and where 
the tech staff pads around in those full body 
white suits and helmets. Everything in this 
room at Goddard is spotless, including the 
air, down to microscopic levels. Massive, one- 
story-tall air filters cover the entire roof, edge 
to edge. Not even the slightest, microscopic 


piece of dust can enter that sacred 
workspace below. 

Inside #26 there is a large reception 
lobby with photos on the walls all around. 
Images of space race legends and NASA 
history are everywhere. Dr. Smith quickly 
escorted me to the clean room viewing 
gallery on the third floor. The gallery has 
a full-room, glass window overlooking the 
area where technicians are busy with the 
telescope. As I walked up to the glass, I

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an art studio or perhaps a construction site— 
hence my notion of “the tarps.” But upon 
approaching the window | was startled. I was 
face-to-face with the primary mirror of the 
telescope, positioned in all its metallic glory 
only a couple of yards away from the glass! 

The view, so stunning, almost physically 
pushed me back. The JWST doesn’t look like any 
other telescope you’ve ever seen. Its primary 
mirror consists of high-polished, gold-plated 
sections in 18 honeycomb-shaped plates, like 
an open umbrella and totaling a whopping four- 
stories tall. It’s brilliant and almost hard to look 
at. The surprising thing was that it was so... 
so...sexy! It’s actually a magnificent piece of 
modern sculpture. 

Focusing on-one of its hexagonal segments, 


I saw myself perfectly reflected back in that 
mirror-like surface, all the time thinking it 
would soon be sent more than 1.5 million miles 
away into deep space—called L2 orbit—never, 
ever to return. 

Dr. Smith has been working full-time on the 
production of this telescope since 1996, along 
with Program Manager Bill Ochs and Lead 
Astrophysicist Dr. John C. Mather. I had the 
honor of speaking with all three, who just 
happened to be in the viewing gallery that 
morning. It wasn’t by coincidence these men 
were gathered there at the same time. That 
morning was the best opportunity that the 
telescope’s open, golden mirror was facing the 
gallery window at such close range and for just 
a couple of brief hours while the technicians 
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worked on the rear of the mirror. 

Like his colleagues, Dr. Mather’s enthusiasm 
for the project is contagious. You may have 
heard his name before. He won the Nobel Prize 
for Physics for his work in helping to prove 
the Big Bang Theory. He is also listed among 


Time magazine’s 100 Most Influential People _ 


in the World. In October, 2012, Dr. Mather was 
once again named by Time as one of 25 Most 
Influential People in Space. 

NASA certainly knew what they were doing 
when they put these men in charge of their new, 
$8 billion telescope. The JWST will be “eyes on” 
at the very farthest reaches of space by using 
the infrared spectrum. It will see farther back 
in space and time than any other telescope has 
ever been capable. 

The JWST’s huge, primary mirror is made of 
18 interlocked, gold-plated beryllium sections, 
and once it opens up in space its mirror will 
be seven-times larger than the Hubble Space 
Telescope. The sections can be moved into any 
delicate array of positions for perfect eyesight. 


Aligning the primary mirror segments to 


act as a single large mirror means each mirror 
is aligned to 1/10,000th the thickness of a 
human hair. 

But why the gold plating? I guarantee it’s 
not just to make it pretty. The atoms-thick 
layer of gold is vacuum chamber plated onto 
the beryllium panels and is used to detect 
infrared wavelengths in the most efficient way 
possible. Also, its multiple honeycomb mirrors 
are polished so smooth and flat that if you 
stretched it out across the United States the 
largest bump would be no bigger than two 


inches tall. With this miraculous sensitivity, 


it will be the first instrument to fully analyze 
the exoplanets in our galaxy, the Milky Way 
(the distances to these discoveries are almost 
incomprehensible). 

So far, and with the aid of the Kepler Space 
Observatory, the total exoplanet tally now 
stands at about 4,000. These exoplanets orbit 
suns similar to our own and, with the help of 
the JWST, NASA may actually locate exoplanets 
fit for human habitation in centuries to come. 
The fantasy of science fiction is again poised to 
become a reality. 

Once in space, the JWST will unfold its 
18 segment-mirrors and deploy the large layers 
of specially developed heat shields to prevent 
any unwanted infrared radiation from reaching 
the telescope’s sensors. The JWST mirrors need 
dead cold to operate and I don’t mean waiting- 
on-Madison-Avenue-for-the-M2-in-February- 
type cold. | mean cold where atoms themselves 
barely move. 

After viewing the mirror, Dr. Smith then 
escorted me around the entire complex of 
Building #26. NASA’s testing rooms house some 
of the oddest and most impressive looking 
space equipment you could imagine. One 
room, a full four-stories tall, is the large Sound 
Testing chamber. This room is used to test 
equipment for really, REALLY loud noise, and 
at skull-crushing volumes to reproduce the 
sounds rockets make during liftoff. At the top of 
this room is a giant sub-woofer, 12 feet in 
diameter. Below that, the tweeter is a mere 
6 feet in diameter. . 

Then off we go to the Shaker Room where 
they place the equipment to be tested on large, 
mechanical tables that shake the living hell out

of devices to see if anything at all comes loose. 
Then the Centrifuge Room. You’ve seen the old 
films of astronauts training in these things. It’s 
a large capsule that whips around at the end 
of a long arm, like a torturous amusement park 
ride. It’s a frightening-looking device used to 
reproduce g-force (gravity) during liftoff. 

Another room keeps the massive, atmospheric 
testing chamber inside it, where they can 
reproduce the actual vacuum of space and at 
blazing temperatures that mimic being near the 
sun, and also at deep-space temperatures close 
to absolute zero. 

Dozens of NASA technicians are scurrying 
around the complex at any given time. Their 
focus is absolutely incredible. No small talk or 
texting on cell phones. This is hardcore science! 
The crews know that once this telescope is in 
orbit, there will be no opportunity to fix a bug 
or replace a broken part. 

In a way, NASA was lucky with the 
Hubble Space Telescope. Astronauts were 
able to fly up to it, via the Space Shuttle, 
and repair it when its main mirror failed 
to produce clear images. No chance of that 
this time. The JWST, after 27 years of labor, 
must be absolutely perfect in every possible 
way. The JWST project is so large, so expensive 
and so complex that it’s a joint-country 
project. Canada has supplied the fine guidance 
systems and the European Space Agency 
has purchased the “ride”—a French Ariane 
5 rocket. Ariane 5 is the European “heavy lift” 
launch vehicle and it will take off from French 
Guiana. | learned all these things from Dr. 
Smith who has the details (and a million other 
facts) on the tip of this tongue. 

As you can imagine, both Dr. Smith and 
Dr. Mather love to talk about the JWST and 
its potential. They describe it very well in 
layman’s terms, but are unaware that they 
often slip into “astrophysicist-speak.” When 
they do this, I nod my head politely and 
knowingly, as if | actually understood anything 
at all of what they just said. (In a way, they are 
kind of like grownup role models for the TV 
show Big Bang Theory.) 

But what was so surprising is the disarming 


honesty and ease of these great men—a graceful 
demeanor. These scientists are under deadlines 
and technical pressures that we could not 
even begin to imagine, and they do it all with 
such professional ease and home-style warmth. 
Perhaps that ease comes from being at the very 
pinnacle of their field and successfully creating 
such a historic project. 

NASA’s James Webb Space Telescope 
launches October 31, 2018. I'll be watching 
and cheering like a school kid—online, of 
course, and thinking about my visit to see it. 
Knowing | actually saw our faces reflected in 
the very mirror that will show us the farthest 
reaches of our galaxy and humanity’s possible 
home centuries from now is a strange and 
humbling thought. 


The experience was like being invited by 
Galileo himself to peer through the eyepiece of 
his first telescope more than 400 years ago. @&

Supremely Partisan 

t’s no secret that the newest 
Supreme Court Justice will 
determine the direction 
of the Court for at least 
a generation; or that the 
upreme Court votes largely 
along ideological party 
ines. In a timely, riveting 
and historically informed 
new book, Supremely 
Partisan—How Raw Politics Tips the Scales in 
the United States Supreme Court, attorney and 
former federal prosecutor James Zirin takes a 
close look at that highly politicized Supreme 
Court, exploring another “secret” many readers 
already know: the Supreme Court has become a 
supremely political and partisan body. 

He begins with a brief but comprehensive 
history of the Court, not simply listing famous 
cases, but explaining their origins and far- 
reaching consequences before explaining what 
the Court is supposed, and not supposed, to do. 
Throughout the book Zirin examines whether 
or not the Court has become a political one, 
making policy judgments based on sources 
outside of the Constitution. He offers an 
explanation of the Supreme Court’s original and 
intended purposes, and explains how it may 
have veered off course. He examines four of the 
Court’s most controversial recent decisions— 
Hobby Lobby, Obamacare, gay marriage, 
and capital punishment—arguing that these 
politicized decisions threaten to undermine 
public confidence in the Court. 

In a highly knowledgeable and entirely 
accessible prose, Zirin explains how we arrived 
at this present situation and looks at the current 
divide through its leading partisans, Justices 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg and Sonia Sotomayor 
on the left and Clarence Thomas and the late 
Antonin Scalia on the right. He argues that 
identity politics has become the overwhelmingly 
decisive factor in the appointment process. 
Indeed, the chapters on the current justices— 
including the Catholic Seat (five are Catholic), 
the Jewish (three are Jewish), the Female, the 
Black, and now the Latina Seat—are crisp, 
insightful, and spot-on. 

This vivid, no-holds-barred portrait of the 
politicization of the Supreme Court is a must- 
read for anyone concerned about a Supreme 
Court hanging in the balance of politics.— 
Bertrand Langhorne 


Chattanooga Girl 

Dottie Coakley’s debut fiction, a novella titled 
Chattanooga Girl, is a testament to the benefits 
of being part of a writing group. Coakley— 
who “timidly joined” a writers’ group at 
Westhampton Free Library some years ago— 
has fashioned a heart-warming tale. 

Thirty-something, courageous and 
compassionate Becca Simmons works as a 
governmental outreach counselor for migrants 
and seasonal farm workers in upstate New 
York. As the story begins, Becca discovers the 
bruised corpse of Golden Smith, the founder 
of a business that makes pallets for nearby 
factories and provides jobs for some of the 
area’s most disenfranchised residents. 


In real. life, Coakley was 
a Rural Labor — Services 
Representative for the New 
York State Department of Labor. 
Her descriptions of Becca on 
the job, often in dangerous 
places and at night, resonate 
with authenticity. 

Chattanooga Girl is a quiet 
celebration of those who 
dedicate themselves to 
important but rarely praised 
work. This small group also 
includes a widowed high school 
football coach who looks after 
young children in need of 
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attention and care. Of course 
Becca and the coach find each 
other. And it’s pretty clear who 
the killer is and that he’ll soon 
be apprehended. 

Plot points aside, the author’s 
descriptions of life among 
America’s rural poor enriches 
the narrative. Coakley’s prose 
is simple and unadorned; short 
chapters comprised of short 
paragraphs filled with details 
of domestic life. It’s the kind of 
tale that will likely prove 
attractive to the very people it’s 
about.—Joan Baum JB.

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go well together. Originally, 
it was the challenge of 
painting the fabric of the 
flag with all the folds and 
wrinkles, but the first couple 
of paintings were so well 
received I decided to keep 
going. It has expanded into 
an overall baseball theme. 
Tell us about your work 
currently on display 
at William Ris Gallery 
in Jamesport. 

I. have a few pieces 
there, including Voyage 
Home, which was selected 
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Lakewood 


in 2016 for the National 
Oil and Acrylic Painters’ 
Society’s (NOAPS) Best of 
America Show. and was in 
the September 2016 issue of 
American Art Collector. 

How would you describe 
your artistic style? 

Classical realism to 

contemporary realism. 
Your website says that you 
use black oil. What is that 
and how does it change 
your painting compared to 
regular oil paint? 

I was fortunate enough to 
study with Nancy Conrad, 
a student of Jacques Maroger. Maroger, 
former technical director of The Louvre 
laboratory and president of the Society of 
Restorers in France, researched the lost 
painting formulas of the Old Masters [European 
painters before the 19th century], which he 
published in The Secret Formulas and Techniques 
of the Old Masters in 1948. The medium | 
make and use is today known as Maroger 
Medium. I cook linseed oil with litharge until it 
is chemically bonded and turns black as coffee; 
“black oil.” This oil can then be used to mix 
powdered pigments into paint. The oil is also 
used to make the Maroger Medium. Beeswax 
or mastic crystals are added to create either 
the Italian or Flemish medium. The results are 
qualities of permanence, transparency, shadow, 
brilliance and luminosity that bring a special 
quality to the painting. 

Describe your creative process. 

In my studio I have a two-foot-square 
shadow box that I set up for my still lifes. 
The box blocks out unwanted light and allows 
me to move a spot light around to create 
dramatic shadows. 


What did you do before you became a full- 


time artist? 

I had a lawn care business in Baltimore for 
14 years before selling the business and moving 
to Delaware. Painting had been a hobby since 
the age of 17 when I first took lessons. When 
someone asks what I do for a living, it’s still 
a little awkward to say “I’m an artist” but I’m 
getting used to it. 

What’s one great piece of art advice 
you’ve received? 

When I was juried into my first Oil Painters 
of America (OPA) national exhibition I went 
to the opening. One of the speakers was the 
current OPA president who described his own 
struggles as an artist and said “Being an artist 
is a long series of disappointments with a few 
glimmers of hope along the way.” | thought this 
was a good description. He had said glimmers 
of hope, not successes, which to me meant 
I wasn’t. alone in my struggle to become a 
successful artist. 

What are you currently working on? 

I’m working on more still life paintings for 
upcoming shows at Rittenhouse Square in 
Philadelphia in September and Bethesda Row 
in Bethesda, Maryland in October.

Setting the scene 
and the table... 


Delicious Moments at Westlake Fish House 


twon’t be long before the full evening crowd arrives 

and the sounds of the fishing boats at anchor, 
creaks and clangs from the rigging, subside below a 
din sure to rise at this corner of Westlake Marina. For 
the moment in this unassuming nook of Montauk, at 
what co-owners James Lyons and Chef Larry Kolar 
have, in only four seasons, turned into the institution 
that is Westlake Fish House, it’s all anticipation. 
Then the ceviche arrives. 

Later there will be offerings like thresher 
shark, a thin steak of the dangerous-sounding 
fish, tender and topped with creamed corn like 
a velvety soup, conjuring images of what would 
happen if the Food Network took part in Shark Week. 
There will be decisions to make between duck wings 
with a spicy mango sauce and Long Island duck 
potstickers. But now there’s this concert of fluke, 
lime, jalapefio and red onion, a divine saltiness 
balancing fresh-from-the-sea sweetness of the local 
fish, that transports you to lower latitudes by way of 
- local waters. 

Dock to dish, farm to table, whatever the 
phrase you’ve seen dished out across the East 
End, it’s unlikely what’s come from any menu 
started its day any more local than on one of 
the boats mere feet away from the outside patio 
tables, or in the waters in which they work. The 
sourcing is right there, affirmed as Kolar comes by 
and gestures over his shoulder toward Lake Montauk 
as the recent home of a plate of perfectly chilled 
oysters that are now mere seconds away from a 
disappearing act. 


Looking around, a shared-plates approach seems 
the perfect way to embrace the diversity of the 
kitchen and the convivial anyone-can-be-a-local-at- 
least-for-tonight vibe. A mother-and-son duo proudly 
share that they have come from up island just for 
the inspired mound that is the Crab Nachos, and a 
heaping portion is offered to diners at the next table. 
That favor is repaid with a taste of a cold lobster roll 
that gets it exactly right, the meat firm and sweet, 
the mayo playing the subtle, supporting role it was 
meant to. 

This shared experience seems made for those who 
have arrived here knowing that a search of standout 
sushi on the East End is a journey many begin but 
few complete—and the crowd is happy to share 
suggestions. The Rough Rider is a crunchy nod to 
Teddy Roosevelt’s days in Montauk, advising one to 
speak softly and carry a big roll of shrimp tempura, 
cucumber, spicy lobster salad and seared tuna. The 
night’s special Samurai Roll also gets big shout-outs. 
“You haaave to get that one!” squeals a woman at a 
nearby table, wearing a tie-dyed Montauk The End 
sweatshirt. “Try that with the spicy margarita!” adds 
her friend, in matching attire. 

The scientific name would be the Spicy 
Baron Pineapple Margarita, and the sweet- 
citrus mix of the juices arriving just ahead of a 
kick from the jalapefio-infused Barén tequila 
proves, indeed, a perfect pairing with the salmon, 
scallion, jalapefio, spicy tuna, tobiko and spicy mayo 
of the roll. 

Cocktails and conversation alone would justify 


a visit to Westlake Fish House. Sitting at the bar— 
which, along with the bar top and tables in the 
dining room, is made from wood salvaged from the 
deck of Lyons’ own home after Superstorm Sandy— 
concoctions like the Diplomatico Old Fashioned (a 
sweeter twist on the classic, made with Diplomatico 
Reserva Exclusiva and taken over the top with 
black walnut bitters), and the range of stories from 
fishermen and first-date couples, could make an 
unforgettable evening. 

Plenty of awards and honors have come Westlake’s 
way, but no pretention. Throughout the night, diners 
get visits from Chef Larry, who in a past life plied 
his culinary craft at such legendary New York City 
spots as the Quilted Giraffe and Sign of the Dove. At 
the utterance of those names, like invoking names 
of ancient gods, a man jerks around and leans in, 
excitedly telling Kolar that-he remembers taking his 
wife to Sign of the Dove “way back in the ’90s.” 

“It was a birthday, or maybe a work promotion,” 
the guy says, trying to snatch that memory from the 
past and clearly not being aided in this pursuit by 
the icy silver tequila shots that are now making a 
second round at his table. “Well,” he says with mock 
resignation, “it was some kind of special occasion, | 
know that.” 

Kolar gives a wry smile. “Everybody went there 
for some kind of special occasion.” At Westlake Fish 
House, that occasion is just showing up. 4

Now, Hygom has taken the reins in Patchogue and 
will oversee all aspects of the 1,104-seat theater, 
which was renovated last year and is the largest 
in Suffolk County. Hygom was chosen to take the 
. theater in a new direction.

The man with a plan 


“ve been charged by the Board of Directors 
to take the theater to the next level, if you will,” 
Hygom says. “Some of the things I’m looking to do 
are to move away from so much rental business and 
begin to start producing and booking more of our 
own programming.” 

With a beautiful state-of-the-art theater and an 
energetic community, Patchogue can become 
a tremendous destination for performing arts, 
Hygom says. 

He envisions a theater that has “a more cohesive 
program with a direction and purpose in mind and 
that behaves more like a great regional performing 
arts center.” 


In his previous position, Hygom 
was responsible for managing the 
budgets of main stage shows at Bay 
Street Theater in Sag Harbor. 


One of the ways he plans to accomplish this 
is by creating series of performances. He 
mentioned conversations about the arts and 
politics, as well as an American music series to 
incorporate the roots of rock, jazz and the blues. 
Of course, Hygom plans to create more rock-and- 
roll performances, similar to those at Bay Street, 
since there is a demonstrated following for rock 


music on the East End. He also discussed creating a 
series for dance and classical music. 

While Hygom is eager to leave his mark on 
the theater, he acknowledged that most of the 
performances through the end of the year have 
already been booked. A clearer picture of the 
theater’s new direction under Hygom will emerge 
in 2018. 

Coming from a scenic design background, 
Hygom hopes to give each show its own unique 
feel. “One of the things I did at Bay Street was 
give each show a style, a look. It will not be 


just a performance on a black stage, it will have 
some kind of look to it so that it reflects the music 
or the comedy.” 

As Hygom looks ahead to his new challenge, he 
remains fond of his time at Bay Street. 

“A big part of my heart is still in Sag Harbor and 
with Bay Street Theater and it always will be.” 
However, he sees an opportunity in Patchogue to 
attract a new audience and make the theater a focal 
point of the community. 

“It’s the most diverse area I’ve been in,” he 
says. “The population (Continued on page 126)

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Gateway Thrills & Chills with Little Shop of Horrors

n a season full of fan favorites like Rent and 
Mamma Mia, Gateway saved the best for last with 

its season closer, Little Shop of Horrors. With music 
and lyrics by Howard Ashman and Alan Menken, Little 
Shop of Horrors is a nonsensical musical comedy that 
is as entertaining as it is ludicrous. For fans who 
have only seen the 1986 movie starring Rick Moranis 
as Seymour, the original stage version is must-see, 
especially with the cast that Gateway has assembled. 
It’s an invasion of the earth and the end of mankind 
as we know it. And it all starts in Mr. Mushniks’s 
(Ray DeMattis) run-down florist shop on Skid Row, 
a slum in New York, where the shop boy, Seymour, 
discovers a species of plant yet unknown to man. He 
names it Audrey II after his co-worker, the lovely-yet- 
tacky Audrey. To his horror, Seymour realizes the 


dark secret that will keep Audrey II alive— 
blood. Not just any blood—fresh human 
blood. Cue the screams. 

Our budding botanist Seymour is played 
by Gateway Alum Jeremy Greenbaum, who 
brings his character to life so well you'll 
think “Rick Moranis who?” Greenbaum has 
a set of pipes Moranis could only wish for. 
As Seymour implores Audrey II to “Grow 
for Me,” Greenbaum belts out his lyrics, 
winning over the audience with a solid, 
heartfelt performance. 

Speaking of winning over the audience, 
the songbirds of the Urchin trio—Chiffon, 
Crystal and Ronnette—played by Jerusha

Cavazos, Courtney Daniels and Moeisha Jeremy Greenbaum as Seymour, with Courtney Daniels as Crystal, Jerusha 
McGill, are captivating and hysterical and Cavazos as Chiffon and Moeisha McGill as Ronette 
keep the audience roaring with laughter. 


The opening numbers, “Little Shop of Horrors” and 
“Skid Row,” are clear fan favorites, and seeing them 
live on stage is nothing short of thrilling. The small 
cast is talented, never missing a beat. “Skid Row” 
is, hands down, one of my favorite numbers of all 
time—the gripping music keeps you laser-focused on 
the events unfolding. 

Crystal Kellogg plays Audrey, the love of Seymour’s 
life. Audrey is naive and meek, with an abusive 
boyfriend and the self-confidence of a mouse. She’s 
obviously got a thing for the geeky-but-loveable 
Seymour, and pours her heart out in her solo 
“Somewhere That’s Green.” Kellog does Audrey’s 
signature nasally, lispy speech hilariously well, and 
when she sings the transformation is spellbinding -

Seymour believes Audrey is too good for him, but 
when he sees the way her boyfriend Orin treats her, 
he is filled with fury—which is the perfect time for 
the “hangry” Audrey II to implore Seymour to “Git It.” 
And by “Git It,” Audrey Il means for Seymour to kill 
Orin and feed him the body. Yuck! Although Seymour 
has deep reservations, his sudden fame and fortune 
has brought him closer to Audrey and he dares not 
deny the plant its demands. 

As the story unfolds, we realize that Audrey Il 
is only getting bigger and hungrier, and Seymour 
is more at a loss of what to do as he battles his 
conscience. It’s truly amazing how the production 
team at Gateway brought Audrey II to life (although 
the giant human eating plant is a bit disturbing, it 
makes the show that much better). The plant is 
operated by a puppeteer, Jon Hoche, and vocalized 
by Trent Armand Kendall. The chant “feed me 
Seymour!” is as creepy and catchy as they come. The 
bigger Audrey II gets, the more Seymour realizes the 
horrible mistake he has made. Inevitably, he pays the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

The moral of this dark and delightful story? Don’t 
feed the plants!

numbers are significantly larger than they are in 
the Hamptons. That opens many doors and 
opportunities to bring people in for certain acts 
that you may not have out East. The sheer numbers 
in population make it feasible to do different 
things here.”

Something Hygom says Patchogue has in common 
with other towns on the East End is an affinity for 
fine art.

Bistro Eté: Observe a Master at Work!

MM y husband and I had been looking forward to 
dining at Chef Arie Pavlou’s Bistro Eté in Water 
Mill all summer, but life got in the way. In fact éfé, or 
summer, in the Hamptons got in the way. We finally 
had a chance to indulge last Sunday evening. And 
indulge we did—Husband started the ball rolling with 
a Tanqueray martini, expertly prepared by bartender 
Harold. In addition to eating from the onsite garden, 
and on local produce and local seafood, you can 
quaff locally at Bistro Eté on wines from Kontokosta 
Winery, Macari Vineyards, Pindar Vineyards, Wolffer 
Estate Vineyard—or chug locally on Montauk Brewing 
Company’s Wave Chaser IPA. 

We've been avid fans of this chef’s work since he 
was the star at Comtesse Therese on the North Fork, 
and we happily followed him to the Bridgehampton 
Inn. Last summer, the dream of having his own place 
was realized in another Water Mill location—as a 
pop-up. So, now, here, year-round is the real deal. 
Business is booming and this chef is blooming! 


The custom-designed space is completed with 
beautiful tableware and, significantly, Chef Arie’s 
beautiful wife Liz, who says, “Our dogs REALLY 
missed us this summer!” She’s excited to work four 
nights a week with her “sexy chef.” Open seven days 
a week over the summer, Bistro Eté is now open 
Wednesday through Saturday for dinner. They’re 
also open on Sunday, October 8, for Columbus Day 
weekend and to serve the Hamptons International 
Film Festival crowds. 

Our server Scott shared that the specials of the 
evening included a smooth gazpacho, swordfish with 
gigante beans succotash, and a local striped bass 
with truffles. For an additional $18, any dish can be 
“trufflized.” This involves a large automaton called 
“The Trufflizer” (which bares a striking resemblance 
to Chef Arie) erupting from the kitchen and showering 
your dish with a lot of thinly sliced fresh truffle. 

With a menu that offers “Coastal French [as in 
Cordon-Bleu-trained] Provencal Cuisine,” Husband 
was primed to order octopus. He found the Grilled 
Wild Caught Spanish Octopus with grilled romaine

“nicely charred—crispy on the outside, tender in 


general.” Scott supplied a fine wine pairing based 
on Husband’s request for something “white and 
mineral-y.” It was something Italian. 

I barely heard what Husband was saying about the 
octopus because my Roasted Eggplant with saffron 
yogurt and pomegranate seeds had an enticingly 
blackened crust that yielded into a melting eggplant 
perfection. Perfection is a word that comes up often 
in regard to Chef Arie’s cooking—that and balance. 

I opted for the Zucchini “Spaghetti” with tomatoes 
and fresh basil as my entrée for a happily vegetarian 
meal—but did I mention the foie gras? Creamy, barely 
warm and in a housemade cherry sauce. You can’t

“Arie dinner” without it...or escargot—piping hot 
and tarragon/garlick-y. It’s not diet food, neither

Which I did, but I was driving, 
so | just tried two—a bright orange one of fresh- 
squeezed orange juice, Botanist Gin and a touch of 
lime juice, shaken, that tasted like a sure cure for 
summer’s over-commitments, and a pink one that 
‘struck a most splendid balance between rosemary 
and pink grapefruit.
